WasnineTon, January 27.—{Special.j— 
Mr. Kelley, 2 new member of congress, from 
Kansas, introduced in the house today a bill 
to pension the widows and orphans of people 
killed for political purposes sinee the close of 
the late war, and. placing them on the same 
footing with the dependents ofjmen who 
served in the union army. Thisisa buncombe 
Dill, offered. by a man who wantstoattract at- 
tention, and will never get out of the commit- 
tee to which it has been referred. It recites 
that in some portions of the country the union 
tag is despised, and that men are being mur- 
dered who uphold the flag and the union. 

THE LAW FOR OKLAHOMA. 

The house committee on territories today 
considered the Oklahoma territorial bill, and 
will perfect the méasare dnd report it. to the 
house by theend of the week. ,A hot contest 
was madé over extending the laws of some one 
of the siates over the proposed new territory. 
Mr. Petkins, of Kansas, wanted the laws of his 
state adopted, but, on account of prohibition 
and a constitutional provision of the Kansas 
laws preventing people whe served in the 
southern army from voting, the committee 
will not aceept the laws of “Bleeding Kan- 
sas."’ The probabilities are that the laws of 
Missouri or California will be. adopted, with 
the chances in favor of the latter. 

THE DIRECT TAX BILL. 

Colonel Oates, of Alabama, is preparing to 
meet the direct tax bill when it comes over from 
the senate. He is going to tack the cotton tax 
refunding bill toit, and demand a vote upon 
that first. Then he is going to add another 
anfendment, which is of the utmost importarice 
to every section of the south. It is to allow 
the people ofthe south to go before the court 
of claims and establish their right to the 
£10.000,000 in the treasury, which belongs to 
individual citizens of the south, and which is 
the proceeds from the sale of captured 
and abandoned property. The supreme court 
has decided that this money is the property of 
individual citizens ef the southern states, and 
that the government is simply holding it in

sILLS BY MR. BARNES. 

Mr. Barnes introduced three important bills 
fox Georgia today. The first was to refund 
the cotton tax collected between 1863 and 1868. 
‘The bill carries with it an appropriation of 
$58,000,000, all of which goes to the south. In 
the event of the passage of the bill, Georgia 
will receive $12,000,000. Another isto make 
tlie arsenal at Augustaa manufactory of mu- 
nitions of war. No definite amount is men- 
tioned, but the bill authorizes the necessary 
appropriation. His third bill appropriates 
$50,000 to improve the Savannah, between 
Trotter shoals and Angusta, and $100,000 to 
improve it between Augusta and Savannah. 

THE SOUTHERN TRIP. 

The programme for the southern trip of the 
Pan-American congress has not yet been made 
out, but they will, perhaps, leave here about 
the middle of February. A number of the 
delegates haye expressed a desire to see the 
large cotton mills at Augusta, and that is 
certain to be one of the first southern points 
visited. 

THE ATHENS FEDERAL DISTRICT. 

Leading men from Union and White coun- 
ties have written Mr. Candler, protesting 
against their counties being put in the Athens 
federal court district. Consequentiy,Mr. Can- 
dier and Mr. Carlton have had a discussion 
about the matter, and it will probably be set- 
tied by striking out all of the counties north 
of the Air-Line road. In this event Mr. Can- 
dier will not antagonize the bill, and Mr. 
Carlton will have no trouble in passing it. 
The opposition from Union and White coun- 
ties is due to the fact that the people living in 
them would prefer to go to Atlanta.

THE FEDERAL PRISON BILL. 

Judge Stewart's federal prison bill passed 
the house this afternoon by a very small 
majority. Thereis a motion, however, now 
pending, made by Mr. Holman, to reconsider, 
but it is not probable that the motion will pre- 
vail. On the yote the Georgia delegation did 
not stand by the judge. Only Mr. Blount and 
Mr. Candler voted with him for the bill. <All 
the other members, except Mr. Grimes, who 
was paired, voted against it. Mr. Clements 
made a strong speech in opposition to the bill, 
which undoubtedly earried many votes with 
it. Hesaid there was no necessity for the 
prisons. Out of forty-two states of the union 
only about four had refused to have federal 
prisoners; that for over one hundred years the 
United States had had no difficulty in arrang- 
ing with the states to take its prisoners, and 
there was none now. The bill, on its face, 
provided an expenditure of $1,600,000, but the 
cost might be put at twice that, and then 
the annual expense would be very 
& large. In the state prisons, prisoners would 
Ss receive the same attention they would in fed- 
eral prisons. Then Mr. Clements said congress 
would do well to devote early attention to the 
repeal of the tobacco tax and laws that forbid 
an honest man who grew a crop on his own 
jJand, by his own labor, the right to sell his 
crop to the highest bidder in the best market, 
under penalties, and other features of the in- 
ternal revenue laws which were oppressive, 
and which made prisoners of honest and inno- 
cent men, rather than making great appropria- 
tions to build prisons in which to incarcerate 
them. Then he had reada speech made by 
Mr. Reed in the last congress, in which the 
democrats were criticised for proposing to take 
a recess before the rules had been adopted, and 
saving the republicans were ready to join the 
democrats in repealing the tobacco tax. Mr. 
Clements called attention to the fact that this 
house has had no opportunity yet to vote for 
— the rules or the depen! of the tobacco 
ax. 

Mr. Clements, indeed, gave the bill a politi- 
cal turn, and came near defeating it. Judge 
Stewart said tonight he believed Atlanta had 
a better chance to get the prison than any 
other city, and that it was probable that the 
attorney general would favor it. However, it 
is going to take lively work on the part of the 
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| citizens of Atlanta to secure it, in the event it

THE ALLEGED OUTRAGES. _ 

The resolution heretofore offered..by Mr. 
Chandler, calling on the attorney general for 
the report of the United States marshal for the 
northern district of usetts concerning 
the. maltreatment of Henry Jd. Faunce, at 
Aberdeen, Miss., was taken up for~cénsidera- 
tion. — a ; 

Mr. .Waltham. addressed the senate. It 
could not be possibly. pretended, the th at, 
that congress had any jurisdietion of the sRb- 
ject. It had been referred to by the dis 
tinguished senator from Kansas (Ingalls) last 
Thursday imhis (Waltham’s) absenee.- But 
from reading the report. of .the senator’s re- 
marks he saw that he had commented on the 
hanging in efligy of Secretary Proctor, at 
Aberdeen, and en a most brutal and . ontrage- 
ous assault committed on a citizen named .in 
the resolution. Fron what he (Waltham) had 
heard of that affair,he felt warranted in saying 
that it was simply the want of judgment of a 
few persons, and disapproved by the com- 
munity in whichitcccnred. He knew that 
community intimately, but he had never be- 
fore heard of the persons concerned in that 
outrage. peeking for himself and represent- 
ing the sentiment of people all oxer . Missis- 
sipi, and of the south, he condemned unquali- 
fiedly and unreservediy that outrage on the 
secretary of war, and on the citizen named in 
the resolution. 

SENATOR GEORGE SPEAKS. 

Mr. George spoke of the resolution as un- 

paralleled in the history of legislation in this 
country. It was a simple, bold proposition to 
vlace on the records of the senate a report of 
United States marshals, acting as detectives. 
While there might be some excuse for that 
official intermeddling in an affair with which 
he had no legal authority tointermeddle, there 
was noexcuse for the senate (composed of 
able, discreet and, he hoped, fair-minded men) 
for calling such a document from the _pigeon- 
hole, in the department of justice, and digni- 
fying it as an ofticial document. He asked the 
senators to pause, to stop, to think, what they 
were doing. By courtesy of the attorney gen- 
eral, he (George) had been furnished with a 
copy of the marshal’s report; and he had no 
objection to have it read from the clerk’sdesk. 
He admitted that the facts had been correctly 
stated by the senator from Kansas the other 
day, (perhaps witlra little colering) and he had 
no hesitation in declaring that transaction was 
such as demanded of the legislature of the 
state of Mississippi an examination and re- 
paration tothe men who had been thus niai- 
treated. 

Mr. Chandler advocated the resolution, and 
declared that he had not seen the report and 
did not know what it contained. But he had 
heard that there was such a report and had of- 
fered the resolution. He had done so, believ- 
ing that the report was one which it was the 
province of the senate to call for. He under- 
stood that theattorney general, hearing of that 
outrage had directed the marshal to make a 
repori, and that the marshal had done so in 
pursnance of that instruction. If the attor- 
ney general and United States marshal had 
been doing wrong to the state of Mis- 
sissippi, the senate ought to find it out, 
and would find it ont by the  adop- 
tion of the resolution. If the senate was 
only to be taunted when wrongs of this kind 
were committed, by being asked: ‘‘What are 
you going to do about it? You cannot help 
yourselves. The constitution dces not allow 
you to punish wrongs of that kind’ but was 
also to be told by the senator from Mississippi: 
“You have not the right to inquire, and you 
dare not inquire into outrages of this sort on a 
citizen.’’ Then, indeed, had the senate fallen 
on woeful and lamentable times. 

The debate was continued by Messrs. Ingalls, 
Hoar, Springer, Wilson of Iowa and Reagan. 

The resolution went over without action, 
and the senate adjourned,

Judge Stewart's Bill Passes the House-—Other 
Business. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.—Among the bills 
and resolutions introduced and referred were 
the following: 

By Mr. Barnes, of Georgia—Making the 
United States arsenal at Augusta, Ga., an 
arsenal of manufacture, construction and re- 
pair. Also, to refund the cotton tax. Also, 
for the improvement of the Savannah river. 

By Mr. Kelley, of Kansas—To pension the 
widows and orphans of pecple killed for politi- 
cal purposes since the close of the late war. 

ON RECOGNITION OF BRAZIL. 

Mr. McCreary offered a resolution declaring 
that the United States of America congratu- 
lates the people of Brazil in their just and 
peaceful assumption of the powers, duties and 
responsibilities of self-government; that the 
republic of Brazil is entitled to exercise and 
enjoy international comity, and the benefits of 
all rights, privileges and advantages under 


existing treaties; that the United States of 
srazil is recognized by the United States of 


America as a free, sovereign and independent 
republic, and that the president shall give 
proper notice of this recognition to the presi- 
dent of the United States of Brazil. Referred. 

Mr. MeKinley, from the committee on ways 
and means, reported, and the house, without 
division, passed the bill amending the tariff 
act of 1883 so as to impose a duty of fifty per 
cent wpon silk ribbons. 

Messrs. McKinley and Carlisle made brief 
statements to the effect that through am error 
in the act of 1883, ribbons had been admitted 
at twenty per cent, whereas the intention had 
been to impose fifty per cent. 

Mr. Lehibach, of New Jersey, from the com- 
mittee on civil-service reform, reported a, reso- 
lution reciting that charges had been made 
that the eivil-service law has been extensively 
evaded by the commissioners, and directin 
the commitiee to investigate these charges anc 
examine and report upon the practical working 
of the system. Adopied. 

THE PRISON BILL PASSES. 

The house in committee of the whole, pro- 
ceeded to consider the bill appropriating $1,- 
500,000 for the erection of three United States 
prisons, and for the imprisonment of United 
States prisoners. 

An amendment was adopted providing that 
prisoners under twenty years of age shall not 
be associated in confinement with those of 
older years. 

A long discussion ensued, and then the 
committee rose and reported the bill favor- 
ably to the house and it was passed—yeas 117, 
navs 104. (One of the prisons is to be located 
north and another south of the thirty-ninth 
degree of-the north latitude and east of the 
Rocky mountains and the third to be located 
west of the Roeky mountains.) 

A motion was made to reconsider the vote 
by which the bill was passed and, also one to 
lay this motion on the table. 

On the latter motion no quorum voted, and 
Mr. Holman having raised this point, the 
house without further action, at 530, adjourned.

PirTsBURG, January 27.—A Charleston dis- 
patch says: The gubernatorial court met again 
this morning to listen to the continuation and 
conclusion of General J. W. St. Clair’s argu- 
ment closing the presentation of the contest 
before the joint assembly.

And in Full. Possession of All the Prep- 
erty of Her Poisoned H 
—The Closing Scenes. 


Wentworth Cover Hovusz, N. C., Jan 
uary 27.—{Special.]—Mrs. Cora May Morris is 
again a free woman. ’ 

The jury so determined her case this after- 
noon. 

It was 2 ©’clock -when R. B. Glenn, of 
Greensboro, arose to make the last appeal to 
the jury im behalf of the fair defendant. His- 
speech was the closing one, and a masterly. 
effort it was. 

BECAUSE SHE WAS A WOMAN. 

Mr. Glenn’s appeals in behalfof this client. 
were pathetic in the extreme, and tears 
trickled down the cheeks of .three jurors 
besides many in the court house. Mr. Glenn 
declared that the state had failed in its effort 
to make out any case at all, saying that even 
the evidence that was introduced was only 
circumstantial, which never should convict 
any woman. He appealed to the manhood 
of the jury, and pietured to 
them the hidiousness of convicting 
a poor defenseless girl on so weak evidence, 
which might, when too late, prove no evidence 
atail. Mr. Glenn closed his speech at twenty 
minutes to four, and Judge Merriman at once 
began his charge to the jury. At ten minutes 
to four the jury retired. 

THE PRISONER SMILES. 

Mrs. Morris during the entire evening occu- 
pied a seat by her counse], and when the jury 
retired she kept her seat. Thejudge, lawyers 
and others chatted away, and until it was an- 
nounced that the jury had agreed, the court- 
room was in a considerable roar. Several 
friends went across and spoke encouraging 
words to Mrs. Morris, who seemed inclined to 
grow nervous. She was seen tosmile hope- 
fully once or twice. It was just twenty 
minutes past four by the courthouse clock 
when the jury entered the courtréom. 

THE VERDICT, “NOT GUILTY.” 

There was a death-like stillness as the voice 
of the clerk rang out: “Gentlemen of the jury, 
have you agreed on a verdict ?”’ 

‘‘We have,’’ answered Foreman Sanders. 

Addressing Mrs. Morris, the clerk said: 

‘Prisoner, look upon the jury,’’ and then 
turning, “Gentlemen of the jury, look upon 
the prisoner.’’ 

Mrs. Morris cast a half hopeful and half de- 
spairing look at the men who held her life in 
their hands. 

“What say you, gentlemen, guilty or not 
guilty?” 

‘Not guilty,” Answered Foreman Sanders, 
and the others nodded their heads in assent. 

DRIVEN TO HER- HOME. 

Mrs. Morris at once left the courtroom, ac- 
companied by her father and other relatives 
and friends. Many rushed up and extended 
her congratulations. At the court house door 
stood a twe-horse phaeton. She was assisted 
into this, and at once driven to her home in 
Reidsville, where she will enjoy a good night’s 
rest, perhaps the first in many months. The 
verdict is not at all satisfactory, but was just 
what was mostly expected. The state intro- 
duced some very strong circumstantial. evi- 
dence, but on account of the high social posi- 
tion and beauty of the defendant, it was 
plainly evident all through that she could not 
be convicted. Indignant citizens remarked to 
your correspondent tonight: 

“You can’t convict a pretty woman of acap- 
ital crime in North Carolina. There’s no use 
in trying, let the evidence be ever so strong.’”’

But the Judge Decided to Try Him by

PHILADELPHIA, January 27.—David Alex- 
ander, the young man who last night at- 
tempted to assassinate Bishop Whitaker, at 
St. John’s Protestant Episcopal church, was 
arraigned this afternoon before Magistrate 
Pole. Police Surgeons Andrews and Gibbs 
were the only witnesses. They testified hav- 
ing made examination of the prisoner in the 
police station this morning and found him 
suffering from religious monomania with 
homicidal tendencies.

HE WILL CHANGE 
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A Mariner Who Does Not Like the Way His

PHILADELPHIA January 27.—United States 
Commissioner Edmunds has for some days 
been hearing charges against ten sailors of the 
bark Jennie Harkness. of having set fire to 
the bark in the harbor of Manila, in the Phil- 
lipine Islands, while loading sugar. The ex- 
amination closed today and the commissioner 
discharged all the men from custody on the 
In 
disch aring the men, Commissioner Edmunds 
said he felt satisfied that the vessel was set on 
fire, but there was a probability that it might 
have been accidental. He thought the guilt 
man was among the prisoners, but the testi- 
mony had not been sufficient to hold any of 
the men and he would, therefore, discharge 
them all. 

The announcement was evidently a surprise 
to Captain Arnesbury, master of the Jennie 
Harkness. When the commissioner had con- 
cluded he jum to his feet and raised his 
right hand, and said impressively : 

‘“T will haul down the American flag from 
my ship. God forgive me, but I’ll do it. I 
have been master for thirty years, but if this 
is the justice dealt out here I'll sail under 
another flag.”’ 

Then he crowded his hat upon his head and 
strode out the door. The commissioner said 
nothing in reply. :

THE LIST SWELLING.

IN FAVOR OF THE STATE. 


Important Decision of the Supreme Court 
Rendered Yesterday. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.—Justice Bradley 
today delivered the opinion of the United 
Siates supreme court aflirming the judgment 
ofthe United States circuit court for the 
eastern district of North Carolina in the case- 
of William E. Christian, et al., appellants, vs. 
the Atiantic and North Carolina Railroad Co., 
etal. This case is of importance, not only in 
the amount of money directly involved, but in 
the important constitutional questions decided. 

Of late the number of cases involving the 
question of liability of a state to be sued have 
been brought before the supreme court, nota- 
bly the Hans case, from Louisiana, in which 
it is said $11,000-000 are involved, and another 
North Carolina bond case involving from $5,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000. The state of North 
Carolina subscribed for $1,066,600 of the capi- 
tal stock of the Atlantic and North Carolina 

tailroad company, organized fof the purpose 
of building a railroad from Beaufort to Golds- 
horoughy The bonds were issued by the state 
trraise money to pay for this stock and the 
state not only pleged its public faith as 
security for the redemption of the bonds, butin 
addition pledged all the stock held by the 
state in the railroad company. This pledging 
act also provided that any dividend which 
may be declared on the stock held by the state 
shall beapplied to the payment of interest ac- 
cruing on the bonds, but until such dividends 
may be declared interest on bonds was to be 
paid out of public money in the state treasury. 
Christian holds ten of the bonds issued by the 
state, and as there had been no interest paid 
since 1868, he sought to have the bonds de- 
clared a lien upon the stock owned and held 
by the state of North Carolinain the Atlantic 
and North Carolina Railroad company. 

The state of North Carolina, says Justice 
Bradley, is only partly really concerned. The 
whole proceeding is virtually againsther. The 
object of the suit is to get possession of her prop- 
erty, tosequester her dividends,if any there may 
be, and, to compel the payment of them tocom- 
plainants, to seize and sell railread stocks of 
which she is in sole possession.

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FIRE AT A NAVY YARD. 


Two Large sperincet gg at Kittery Navy 
ara. 

PortsmovutH, N. H., Jannary 27.—The 
largest fire that ever occurred at Kittery navy 
yard broke out this morning, at 8o’clock, in the 
boiler room of building No, 45, occupied by 
the construction and repair department as 
machine and iron-plates shops. The fire 
quickly extended alongthe shafting and oily 
timbers into the building No. 45 occupied asa 
futtock mill, and the workmen were obliged to 
jump through the windows to escape. A gen- 
eral alarm was rung in, and four steamers be- 
longing tothe navy yard department, were 
quickly on hand. Despite the efforts of theifire- 
men and marine guard the fire extended into 
the machine shops, and help was then called 
for from this. city. The steamer 
Kearsage and hose company were immediately 
sent over the ferry on a steamboat, and with 
those re-inforcements the fire was confined to 
two buildings. The two buildings were built 
in 1845-’6, and constructed in a ‘“‘stilt’’ fashion, 
the granite pillars being set upon a heavy 
foundation, and the rest of the building con- 
structed of wood. During the war the build- 
ings were remodelled and connected, making 
a building 400 feet in length and 65 feet in 
width. The loss is expected, to reach $100,000. 
Buildings Nos. 45 and 46, with contents, were 
entirely destroyed. No. 45 was full of sawing 
and planing machinery, and 46 was a ship fit- 
ting shop. Among the property destroyed was 
the furniture of the Juniata, now under re- 
pair, and part of the furniture of the Lancas- 
ter, and a large amount of stores. The loss 
aggregates a little over $100,000, according to 
appraisement; no insurance.

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Ingalls and the Race Issue. 

THe Constitution: has already com- 
mented somewhat briefiy on the speech re- 
cently made in the senate on the race issue 
by Mr. Ingalls, but its most striking feature 
was not touched on. 

In the beginning of his speech, before he 
had taken on more steam than he could well 
manage, Mr. Ingalls set forth the main dif- 
ficulty that stands in the way of a solution 
ofthe problem. He alludes to the matter 
calmly, if not judicially, and remarks that 
‘tit is sufficient to say that, either by in- 
stinct or design, the Caucasian race, at 
every step of its progress from barbarism to 
enlightenment, has refused to mingle its 
blood or to assimilate with the two other 
great human families (the Mongolian and 
the African), and has persistently rejected 
adulteration.”’ 

This is very frankly stated, for Mr. In- 
galls plainly intended that it should be 
the text of his discourse. It contains, in- 
deed, the gist of the whole matter. It is 
only another way of stating the historical 
fact that the whites have never permitted 
themselves to be ruled by an alien race, and 
that they never will permit. There is 
nothing new about the proposition, and 
nothing startling. Itis one of the common- 
place facts that is understood and appre- 
ciated of all men—especially white men; 
but republicans have not heretofore been in 
the habit of giving it emphasis, except in 
their own relations with the negro, . 

Mr. Ingalls, after taking his text, wan- 
dered away from it into the domain of par- 
tisan politics, and he made such a mess of it 
all that he is taken to task by Editor Medill, 
of the Chicago Tribune, who insists that, 
from the point of view of persistent Cau- 
Casian prejudice against alien races, which 
is the vital one, the Ingalls speech does 
not hang well together. With respect to 
the matter of race prejudice the Kansas sen- 
ator takes more advanced ground than any 
southern man has yet taken, and then goes 
on to say, when he has become heated with 
his topic, that the south, in order to please 
the republican politicians, shall break the 
Caucasian precedent and permit themselves 
to be ruled by the negroes, where the ne- 
groes are in the majority. Even the Chi- 
cago Tribune perceives that such a conclu- 
sion is absurd and impossible. 

The remedy that Mr. Ingalls proposes is 
*‘justice,’’ and it may be a good or bad rem- 
edy, according to the point of view. Would 
it be justice to permit the negroes to take 
charge of affairs where they have the ma- 
jority, and run riot with the rights and 
property of the whites, and bring confusion 
to states and communities? We can see no 
justice in such a condition of affairs—not 
even justice to the negro, for he ought to be as. 
much interested in good government as the 
white man. Was it justice to the negro to 
permit corrupt and unscrupulous men to 
use him as a toolin devastating the south- 
ern states and ruining southern communi- 
ties, as was the case during the recon- 
struction period? If this is the kind of 
justice Senator Ingalls is talking about the 
south must beg to be excused, and it will be 
joined in making this excuse as emphatic as 
possible by the thousands of northern capi- 
talists who have secured valuable invest- 
ments and property interests in this section. 

On the other hand, is it not treating the 
negroes with justice to give them the bene- 
fits of good government, such as they have 
in Georgia, where their condition is all that 
the most hopeful friend of the race could 
ask for? The attitude of Mr. Ingalls is 
naturally that of a republican who is drum- 
ming for more republican votes; but there 
is something more than a political issue in 
this question. It touches the most vital in- 
terests of the south at every point. It is a 
question that cannot be disposed of or set- 
tled bya partisan majority in congress, 

The Pan-American Congress. 

Some unenlightened southern papers are 
laughing at the labors of the Pan-American 
congress. The remorseless paragrapher has 
almost made the matter a national joke and 
a few persons of serious bent have actually 
criticized the government for the moderate 
expense incurred. 

We are persuaded that southern papers 
would laugh less and work more if they 
knew what they were talking about. 
Through this congress the present govern- 
ment is carrying out a great work upon lines 
projected by the democratic administation. 
The greatness of the work makes its accom- 
plishment slow, but there is every reason to 
believe that progress is being made. Cer- 
tainly we of the south, who are most to be 
benefitted, should not throw obststacles in 
the way. 

The chief object of the congress is to cul- 
tivate closer commercial relations between 
the United States and the nations to the 
south of us. Standing closer to them in lo- 
«ation and sympathies than any nation on the 
face of the globe, we are steadily losing in 
the balance of trade with them, while remote 
England is making enormous gains. 

This is today the most inviting field of 
foreign commerce on the globe. The terri- 
tory is nearly twice as large as Europe and 
two and a half times as large as the United 
States. Within the last twenty-five years its 
population has grown from thirty-nine to 

fifty-one millions and is increasing more rap- 
idly, in some parts, than ours. When the 
old world overflow gives it our present den- 
sity of eighteen people to the square mile, 
this great empire will be the home of a hun- 
dred and fifty millions. With a population 
of vastly greater productiveness and pur- 
chasing power, this territory should be 
#o the United States a customer more mag- 
.Bificent than India has ever been to England. 
Try are willing to be our customers, and 
give us proluct for product, such as we de- 
desire, but we Wave hardly any communica- 
tion with them, and they have for years 
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offered us heavy 
steamship communication with their ports. 
They are modeling their institutions after 
ours, to a great extent, and one nation, 
the Argentine Republic, has done us the 
honor to call itself the United States of 
South America. But in spite of this favora- 
ble disposition .toward us England is getting 
the liom’s share of the trade. . 

In their dealings with the nations south of 
us, including Mexico, Central America, the 
West Indies and South America, the four 
great commercial nations of the world divide 
the trade, as follows: iecc 

The United States sells the Americas 
$82,000,000 and buys of them $200,000,000; 
Great Britain sells them $152,000,000 and 
buys $97,000,000; France sells them $90,000,- 
000 and buys $108,000,000,and Germany sells 
them $13,000,000 and buys $22,000,000. 

England has steadily gained in the balance 
of trade, while- france and the United 
States, though increasing their exports thith- 
er, have increased their imports thence so 
much faster that the balance has steadily 
grown againstthem. In. 1860 Great Britain 
sold the Americas south of us $87,000,000 
and bought of them $101,000,000. She now 
buys $97,000,000 of their goods and sells 
them $152,000,000—draining them of $55,- 
000,000 every year. Meantime the United 
States is paying them a balance of $118,000,- 
000 a year. This shows where Uncle Sam's 
shoe pinches. 

Now to bring about a healthy trade with 
the American nations, the first thing to do 
is to find out what we have that they want 
and what they have that we want, and the 
form in which these products can best be 
exchanged. After thatit is simply a mat- 
ter of trading between the two nations and 
the commercial instinet of the American 
business man may be relied upon to do that 
part of the work. This work of bringing 
the American nations in sight of each oth- 
er’s products was begun by the United States 
commission that made a tour of South 
America a few years ago, and the work is to 
be carried forward through the sojourn of 
the Pan-American congress and the All 
Americas exposition of 1892. A few years 
ago we sent a commission to spy out their 
country; now they have come to look at ours, 
and two years hence the products of all 
American nations will be callected at the 
world’s fair. Thus the ponderous work goes 
on and the results are bound to be great in 
the end. 

The south lies nearest to this great commer- 
cial empire and through our ports the traffic 
with those nations must come and go to the 
great west. The north is active and has al- 
ready seized the opportunity for ‘first im- 
pressions. We cannot afford to treat the 
congress asa joke. We cannot afford to 
omit any courtesy to these distinguished for- 
eigners, who come here in good faith, upon 
our invitation, to consider what will promote 
the interggtg of this country as well as their 
own. 


Developing a Georgia Industry. 

THE CONSTITUTION is glad to see the 
Southern Railway and Steamship association 
making a strong effort to get such western 
rates on Georgia melons that the business may 
grow to its full size. The recommendation 
of the southern railways, backed by the 
strong showing of the melon growers, can- 
not fail to impress the western railroads 
with the absolute necessity of the eight-mile 
rate to the full development of the industry. 

This business now amounts to about a 
million dollars a year, and the larger part of 
the proceeds goes to the railroads. With a 


railroad policy of encouragement, it will, 


grow to three or four millions, and of that 
the railroads will get much more than half. 
This is a business proposition, submitted to 
business men. 


The Production of Ramie Fibre. 

We alluded the other day to some experi- 
ments in the production of ramie fibre by 
Mr. Walter T. Forbes, of this city, who has 
invented a cheap and quick process of re- 
moving the bark and gum from fibre plants. 
His experiments with ramie have been emi- 
nently successful, the product bearing close 
relation, in gloss and fineness, to raw silk. 

According to the Boston Herald, ramie 
fibre produced by a process which. is still in 
the experiment stage, has recently been 
carded and spun at Providence. The Provi- 
dence experiments have been carried on by 
a Mr. Tappan, and the immediate - result, 
according to the Boston Transcript, is the 
subdivision of the ramie to its ultimate cell, 
which renders it pliable and available for 
use on any ordinary wool-working machin- 
ery. 

The precise nature of these Providence 
experiments are not fully set forth; there 
seems to be some degree of secresy connected 


with them; but we are of the opinion that’ 


the process will not prove to beas cheap 
and as effectual as that which Mr. Forbes 
has invented. i

THE FIRST OFFICIAL VISIT TO BE 

MADE TODAY. 

The Trustees Will Have a Hard Journey 
Through the Mud to See a Forest of 
Beams—How the Work Is Progressing. 


At 9 o'clock this morning the board of 
trustees of the soldiers home will meet at 
Judge Calhoun’s office. 
Their purpose is to visit the home, which is 
being erected and at the same time to decide 
a.very important question. | 
The original plans and the contract which 


that a shingle roof shall be placed over the 
building. It has since been suggested that as 
there are thirteen chimneys piercing the roof 
at different points, the danger of fire with such 
a roof would be very great. 

The building is situated in the midst of a 
grove of trees, and dry leaves will inevitably 
collect in the gutters built to carry off the 
water. During dry seasons a spark falling 
among these leaves would surely ignite the 
shingles and a conflagration might be the re- 
sult. The directors will, therefore, consider 
the advisability of altering the original plans 
and of substituting Slate for the shingles. 

The trustees will not have altogether a 
pleasant journey, as the wagons employed in 
carting the material used in building the home 
have cut the roads up in-such & way that 
traveling over them is anything but a pleasant 
undertaking. After leaving the stone pave- 
ments they will find mud, and after reaching 
the other side of Grants. park their august 
bones will receive a thorough shaking up. | 

On reaching the site of the new building, 

he trustees will be greeted by a view of a 
Torest of beams standing up like the ribs of a 
mammoth skeleton. Although Messrs. Aus- 
tin & Boylston have used the greatest energy, 
and a great deal of work has been done, the 
building is just in that condition when, to the 
uninitiated, the task of bringing a beautiful 


home out of such chaos seems an impossi-— 


bility. 

On a closer examination they will discover 
that the state work alone wasa big job. In 
some places the foundation is sixteen feet high 
built of stone, and thoroughly cemented on 
the outside to keep the rain from de- 
stroying the mortar on the insides. 

Besides the stone work the chimneys are 
fairly under way, and through the labyrinth of 
upright poles, great red brick structures are 
rising which will, when they are completed, 
be the chimneys. The foundation ofthe great 
fire-place in the hall is also in position, though 
none of the brick work has yet been done. 

The south and a small part of the east ends 
present the most nearly completed appearance 
because the inner sheeting has been placed in 
position. All the work accomplished has been 
done since the middle of December, and all 
the lumber used up to date was collected from 
the lumber yards of Atlanta while waiting for 
the mills to fill the orders which were given 
out as soon as Austin & Boylston were 
awarded the contract. 

Mr. Boylston will explain to the trustees that 
his purpose is to keep the brick masons, the 
carpenters and the joiners all at about the 
same stage of the work. By so doing the 
chimneys are braced by the beams and they in 
turn lend a solidity to the entire structure. 
When the first story is nearly completed the 
framework of the memorial chapel and the 
dining rooms which are only one story high 
will be begun. 

Mr. Boylston claims that by the last day of 
February he will have the entire building 


| roofed in, and hopes to have it completed by 


the 1st of June, although his contract allows 


. him until the Ist of July. 


It is probable that the trustees will be 
thoroughly satisfied when they examine into 
work which has been accomplished and have 
All the difficulties of the undertaking ex- 
plained to them.

Water to Come from the Bottem of the Arte- 
sian Well. 

epg from the very bottom of the artesian 
well. 

A cool, refreshing cup, pumped from that 
water vein two thousand feet below the Mari- 
etta street belgian blocks. 

The water board says Atlantians shall 
have it. 

The executive committee of the board, Mr. 
Kontz, chairman of the waterworks commit- 
tee of the general council, Mr. J. C. Kimball 
and Colonel J. W. Baum, met in the water- 
works office yesterday to discuss the well. 


Of the executive committee, President Ham- | 


mock, Mr. Hass, Mr. Smith, Mr. Boyd and Mr. 
Winship were present. 

Mr. Kimball had a report and an accompa- 
nying diagram to submit. 

Colonel Baum submitted a report without a 
diagram, but full of dollar marks. 

Both reports were interesting. 

Colonel Baum gave the committee a micro- 
seopic view of the interior of the well from top 
to bottom, showing where every vein en- 
tered. Then he indicated the cost of remov- 
ing the pump, plugs and valves, and bringing 
the water from each vein below the one now 
in use. 7 

It will cost $1,425 to bring the water from 
the bottom of the well. 

Mr. Kimball’s paper was a disquisition upon 
the medical properties of the water, and a 
prayer for the well. His diagram contained 
long bags of flax’ seed forced down between 
the pipe and the wall of the well to thé bot- 
tom, 

The flax-seed sacks are put there to"prevent 
water getting into the well. 

‘‘Now, my opinion is,’’ said Mr. Kimball, 
“that we should plug up every vein and draw 
that water from the very bottom of the well. 
In that way we could escape the vein which 
contains the salt and the vein contaminated by 
the sewerage.’’ 

“There is no sewerage in that water any 
where,’’ exclaimed Colonel Baum. ‘Samples 
of it were sent to the very finest chemist in 
Boston, and he said that it was absolutely 
pure.’”’ 

Then Mr. Kimball and Colonel Baum had 
an aside argument benefiting no one, neither 
converting the other. 

“Can we get all the water we need from 
that deep vein?’’ asked a member of the 
board. 

‘‘Every drop,” said Colonel Baum, drawing 
a paper from his pocket. 

‘Now, last year,’’ the colonel coxgtinued 
looking at his paper, ‘‘we used 5,000,000 gal- 
lons more than the year before, and that year 
4,000,000 more than the previous year.”’ 

‘The truth is,’’ he continued, folding up his 
paper, ‘‘that the supply down there is inex- 
haustible. I was standing beside the well the 
day we struck that water. Every vein above 
had been closely plugged, and I could hear the 
drill strike the rock. When the noise ceased 
I knew we had hit another vein, and we 
puied up. The water rose very ra 
idly, and I sent for the mayor. He 
thought one of the other veins was leaking, 
and we pumped out all we could. Then 
I drove in plugs away down below 
the other vein and waited several hours. 
When we were satisfied I started to drill out the 
plugs and found them only about three hun- 
dred feet down. The force of that stream had 
forced them up several hundred feet. That is 
how strong that stream is.”’ 

“T move that we shut off everything,’ said 
Mr. Boyd, ‘‘down to the bottom.’’ 

“That’s what I think,’’ said Mr. Haas, 
‘then we’ll know we’ve done all we can.” 

“So dolI,’’ remarked President Hammock. 

‘*Me too,’’ said Mr. Smith. 

“But can you keep fat off that water, 
judge?’’ Mr. Boyd asked of President Ham- 
mock. 

“Oh, yes,”’ answered the president, laugh- 
ing. ‘It fattens me, and every time I see a 
member of the board of health coming I go to 
a water plug and take a drink.” 

‘It’s the healthiest water in the country,’’ 
remarked Colonel Baum. ‘Now, if you’ll 
show meacase of typhoid fever in Atlanta 
where that water has been used in the past 
two years, I’ll give $500 in cash to any charity 
in the city.”’ 

The sentiment of those present was to draw 
the water from the bottom of the well, and 
when the cOmmittee makes its report to the 
water board it will more than likely so recom- 
mend.

“Oh, no, dearno. The regular priceis fifty 
dollars. Of course, all of them can’t pay 
that, and to those unable to pay it I say, ‘Give 
what you can.’ Of course, have taught 
some free—but don’t say that. It wouldn’t do, 
you know, to have your time taken up with 
just anybody. 

“*There are a lot of cheap teachers. Some of 
fhem give a course for ten dollars, but that 
don’t do. What you want is to get the best 
people in the town interestedin it, and those 
— can well afford to pay fifty dollars. The 
truth of the matter is,. they don’t think it 
amounts to much when they get it cheap. It’s 
a fact.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock

M. Y. McIntyre and P. D. Daftin. 

The road is to be built from Valdosta via 
Madison, Florida, to Dead Man’s bay, on the 
gulf coast, a distance of about 100 miles. The 
road will go through the best farming country 
in Georgia or Florida, and the timber cannot 
be surpassed, and is hardly equaled by any in 
the world. Cedar abounds in great quantities 
along the Stenehatchee river which forms Dead 
Man's bay, and the gulf termiuus of the road 
is one of the largest cedar shipping ports on 
the coast. The section of country to be tra- 
yersed by the read furnishes one-seventh of 
the long staple cotton of the world. At Val- 
dosta the Savannah, Florida and Western 
railway and the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad give a northern and eastern outlet, 
and in Florida the new line will have an out- 
let by the Florida Central and Peninsular 
railroad. Eighteen miles of the road are al- 
realy graded and a long trestle over the 
Withlacoochee riveris built. This is about 
the only trestling of any consequence that 
will have to be done. 

From Eatonton to Atlanta. 

The Sparta Ishmalite says of Colonel 
Machen’s road, the Middle Georgia and At- 
lantic: 

“Colonel Machen’s road, between Eatonton 
and Atlanta, may be set down as a certainty, 
humanly speaking. It is by no means so sure 
that the road will come any further east than 
Eatonton. If the people want it, it will come. 
That is just how the matter stands.” 

The South Bound Road. 

Savannah is hesitating over a great oppor- 
tunity—the building of the South Bound 
through Savannah, which means, also, the ex- 
tension to Florida. The canvassing commit- 
tee is at work in Savannah now, but reports 
only fair success. Savannah is required to 
give 375,000 for a railroad 145 miles long and 
through a thickly settled and prosperous agri- 
cultural region where trade and commerce, 
not now tributary to Savannah, may be di- 
verted to that city, and now controlled by a 
Tival. 

The shortening of distance is one of the 
chief features of the road. From Columbia 
to Savannah, via Augusta, is 217 miles, and 
via Charleston 252 miles, but by the South 
Bound Columbia will be but 145 miles from 
Savannah. 

The passenger traffic of the South Bound, 
itis urged by the projectors, will be very 
large, asthe building of the road, with its 
connections, it is claimed, will shorten the 
distance between New York and Jacksonville, 
Fla., 125 miles. 

The projectors only await the finishing up 
of the stock subscription in Savannah, when 
they say there will be little delay in beginning 
work, and they do not expect to ask for a 
dollar of the subscriptions until the road is 
compieted from Barnwell to Savannah. 


State Railroad Gossip. 
The proposition to build a road from Tate, 


on the Marietta and North Georgia, to Lula, 


on the Richmond and Danville, the road pass- 
ing through Dahlonega, is meeting with popu- 
Jar favor along the route, and an active canvass 
would probably put the project on its feet and 
start the building this year. Athens could 
doubtless be relied on to build the forty miles 
from Lulato Athens, paralleling the North- 
eastern. 

A force of fifty men is at work on the Isle of 
Hope extension of the Coast Line railroad 
from Thunderbolt to Sandfly station.

Esq., Genera) Agent, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: We 
have your letter-of the éth, covering a newspaper 
clipping, regarding the case of Wilson versus an 
Accident Insurance company, and asking what 
our interpretation is of the clause of our accident 
policy, which exempts us from lability in cases 
resulting from “voluntary exposure to unneces- 
sary danger.” 

It is not our part to make any criticism of the 
judge in the given case. 

The clauze, “voluntary exposure to unn 
danger,” must be interpreted as if it read “wilful 
exposure to unnecessary danger.’’ It is incredible 
that any man will attempt to cross a track in 
front of an approaching engine unless he miscal- 
culates the distance and his opportunity to cross 
safely. Wethink that the presumption of law 
must always be that no person exposes himself to 
unnecessary danger knowingly, unless he does so 
wilfnily. The burden of proof must always be in 
such a case upon the company to show that there 
was cither an intent to run into danger; or a fool- 
hardy disposition leading to reckless conduct. 

We had a case a few months ago in which a gen- 
tleman, resident in Philadelphia, op a train be- 
tween this city and Philadelphia was thrown off 
the platform of a Pullman car while attempting 
to cross from one car tothe other. It may very 
well be said that any person who attempts to cross 
from one car to another exposes himself to volun- 
tary danger. We, however, did not for a moment 
think of raising that issue, and if we had raised 
it, we have not the slightest idea that any court 
would have sustained us in it. If, however, we 
could have shown that the man was thrown from 
the ear while standing on the platform and mak- 
ing no effort to protect himself from accident, 
but on the contrary, exposing himself, we cer- 
tainly should have been entitled to raise the issue 
of voluntary exposure in the sense of wilful ex- 
posure to unnecessary danger. 

The public will sooner or later learn to discrimi- 
nate between companies. No man who desires 
accident insurance is likely to hesitate over a 
difference of two or three dollars a year in the 
price of the policy, provided he can be sure that 
the higher priced policy carries an assurance of 
liberal and prompt adjustments. Our accident 
business increased last year 331-3 per cent, and 
this is very good evidence that the public are

AN INTERESTING REPORT 


And the Report Is Received and Referred to 


the Chamber of Commerce with Recom- 


meondations—The Boiler Works Begun. 


The Atlenta cat works are secured. 

A eommittee from the chamber of com- 
merce has been instructed too apply for a 
charter and to open books of subscription. 

This will be done at once. 

The committee created by the investment 
and manufacturing committee of the chamber 
of commerce convened.in Secretary Saunder’s 
office yesterday. Mr. “Wylie; chairman, Col. 
Adair and Mr. ‘Peck ‘being present, 

The interest in the enterprise Wasshown by 
therpresenec of membérs of the chamber who 
have no connection with the sub-committee. 

Mr. E. P. Chambelin, Mr. W, W; Boyd, Mr. 
Geo. Winship, Mr.D. C. Bacon, Mr. W. A. 
Gréeg .and Mr. _Wm. I. Zachrey were in at- 
tendance. 

And everyone took a lively. interest and 
part in the work. 

Chairman Wylie opened the session by say- 
ing that the committee of five had convened 
and given the car works a careful and com- 
plete investigation. 

“The result of that investigation,’? Chair- 
man Wylie said, “is given in areport we are 
now ready to submit.” 

The report was presented, and was: 

ATLANTA, Ga., January 27,.1890.—-To the Invest- 
ment und Manufacturing Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce: The committee appointed by 
you to report on the organization of a company for 
the erection of carworks, to build and repair rail- 
road cars in. the city of Atianta, beg to submit the 
foilowing: 

We recommend that a committee be appointed 
fromthe chamber of commerce to procure a charter 
for said works, with a capital of $250,000, with 
authority to increase the same from time to time 
to an amount not to exceed $1,000,000, and that 
said company be authorized to organize and com- 
wence business when $100,000 of the capital stock 
is subseribed. 

That books of subscription be opened at once, 
payable as follows: 

Ten pe r cent within thirty days and the balance 
in installments not to exceed twenty-five per cent 
each, as may becalled for by the directors, and that 
the committee be empowered to do such other 
‘things as may be necessary to complete the or- 
ganization of the company. 

In closing this report, we beg to say that, in our 
judgment such an enterprise would prove profit- 
able to those who put their money into 
the business, and at the same time would benefit 
our city. 

The rapid growth and increase in the population 
of Atlanta during the past year should stimulate 
our people to an increase of her manufacturing 
industries. 

We have now reached a point when any material 
increase in our population without a correspond- 
ing increase in the producing capacity of our in- 
dustries, would, be detrimental to the welfare of 
our ¢ ity. ~ 

With our mm: any advantag es, the year 1900 will 
probably showa popul: ation of at least 200 000. 

To prov ide for this increase, it will be necessary 
to rapidiv multiply our industries. 

While the productien of such articles as require 
the greatest emount of hard laber and the tenet 
raw inaterial and eapital is most desirable, to get 
them we must first establish the larger works, the 
products of which are rapidly disposed of. With 
these established, the smaller asd mere profitable 
industries mentioned above will be sure to folluw. 

We need to revive the Atlanta way, which 
means a long pas, and a strong pull, anda pullall 
toge! her. 

Ky this me thod we never f: nailed to carry to suc- 
cess any enterprise in the interest of our city, and 
this, too, when we were Stent toy weak. 
Now that we haye grown strong, by the same 
method we should be able to accomplish whatever 
we inay please to do.
